badly, the Judge, have power to alter the

I do not, therefore, tee cause to com- 
plain of the preaenl practice ; and 1 have 
tillered into an explanation of it, solely 
u introductory to a report to copy nf 
which ii herewith enclosed) from Mr. 
Justice Willii, respecting the working of 
the Rules of Court in the Port Phillip 
District ; and aa this report hat been 
lying with me, for transmission to your 
Lordship, for more than two months, I 
think it right further to explain, that it 
would have been forwarded earlier, but 
for the peculiar position in which Mr.

The proposed fees on the admission of 
Barrister* and Attorneys, on articled clerk- 
ships, and on the taking of uaths by Ma- 
gistrates un their appointment, we have 
been induced (o institute, in order to pro- 
vide a fund towards the collection of a 
Law Library for the use of the Judges, 
the practitioners, and other offlcen or the 
Court. The want nf booksof ready refer- 
ence in the administration uf justice js 
severely fell, and frequently occasions the 
grratest inconvenience aud delay in the 
daily proceedings of the Court. All the 
sujieriur Courts uf Record at Westminster, 
Dublin, and Edinburgh, are provided res- 
pectively with Law Libraries, accessible 
to the practitioners of the Court iu the 
course of business, The*, if not pro- 
vided directly by the Government, are at 
least furnished from funds raised in the 
ad m i n ul ration of justice. 

Much as we feel (without reference tu 
the imposition of new fees directly appli- 
cable to such a purpose) that this want 
might reasonably lie expected lo lie sup- 
plied by the Government, on the mere 
sufigeaiion of its existence, yet, at we 
think tliis is a legitimate mode of raising 
the ftrcensary funds, without expense to the 
tieneral Colonial Treasury, we entertain 
a sanguine hope, thnl your Excellency 
will be pleased to give order that (he fees 
collected under the several Iteadi piiuled 
uul shall lie set apart for the ulijerl couletri - 
plated by the Judges. In the mean 1 i me,

Nor was the 
Chief Clerk i ii il mcled to l ran soi it the table * 
of fees, or Rules of Court eitablishiug 
them, fur any other purpose than simply 
that of soliciting an order for their pub- 
lication. 

The Act uf Council directs, that a copy 
of every Rule uf Cuurt shall be transmitted 
fur another purpose, within one mouth 
after its dale.

| thr Ordinary Reveuue of the district for 
the year 1 H -13 having amounted to £61,34:1 
Hi. Sd., while the imports for that year 
amounted to £Srt3,ail, and the extiorU to 
jCi77,0Ti. 

In such circumstances as this extraor- 
dinary development of the natural re- 
sources uf the district implies, we humbly 
submit to your Majesty whether the dis- 
trict of Port Phillip is not fully and fairly 
entitled to the rank and position of a 
tejhvratr and independent culony, and 
whether the compolsury union uf thai dis- 
trict with >Iew So u tli Wales proper from 
the capital of which its own commercial 
capital and natural outlet is six hundred 
miles distant is nut a* unreasonable in it- 
self, as il it unjust to ihe inhabitants uf 
Port Phillip, and opposed tu the whole 
tennur and practice of Uritishcutunization. 
For we beg to remind your Majesty, tli.it 
Port Phillip wat originally settled, not 
from New South Wales, but from Van 
Dieuien'i Land; the whole southern 
cuast uf this vast island having lain waste 
and unoccupied for nearly half a cen- 
tury after the original selllernriit of 
New Suulh Wales, aud we humbly submit 
that il is accurdaut with the uniform prac- 
tice of your Majesty "* predecessors, when- 
ever separate and distinct culunial com- 
munities, capable of self- government, have 
in any instance* been formed within Ihe 
nominal limit* of anv particular culunial 
territory, to erect inch communitiei into 
separateandindependeutcotunies,alLhoiigb 
of much more limited extent and far Iris 
favourably circumstanced for the pur- 
pose, than that of Port Phillip. In 
accordance with this principle, the ancient 
culony of Virginia had two separate por- 
tions uf it* original lerrituTy cut off 
from il at twu different prriuds, lo form 
the colunies nf Maryland lo the north- 
ward, and of Carolina to the southward; 
and although the colonists of Virginia 
petitioned the Government uf King Cbarle* 
the first against the separation uf Mary- 
land from ilieir territory, it was nevcrtlie- 
leu effected. In accordance with this 
principle, also, the culony of Carolina 
was itself subsequently divided into the 
two trparatr colunies uf North and South 
Carolina; of which the latter nan »i a 
still later period subdivided by the esta- 
blishment of the colony uf Georgia within 
ils original limits. 

But we wuuld humbly beg lo refer your 
Majesty to a much more recent and still 
mure apposite ptecrdent fur the measure 
We have taken the liberty lo recommend 
fur Purl Phillip, in the separation of Van 
Diem en's Land from the colony of New 
South Wales in the year I »£:> : for al- 
though the island of Van Dietnen'i Laud 
is separated from Ihe territory of New 
South Wales by Baas' Straits, ils twu 
principal ports of Hubart Tuwn aud Laun- 
cettou are viiltially nearer Sydney than 
Port Phillip . and in Ihe year 182j, when 
Van Piemen's Land was se[iarated from 
New South Wales and etecled into a dis- 
tinct and iudepeudrnl colony, the popula- 
tion and resources, the revenue and trade 
of that island were all inconsiderable aud 
insignificant in comparison with those of 
Port Phillip at lbe present moment, a* 
your Majesty will perceive from the fol- 
lowing comparison uf their respective 
statistic, .

If it should be urged, in reply to the* 
statements, that the coiujiajatively receui 
uniun of the colonies of Upper and Lnwer 
Canada, aa well aa those of Deiuerara and 
Uerbice respei lively, indicates a totally 
different policy on the part of ihe Inijierial 
Government in the present day, we 
humbly berr lo submit to your Majesty 
tb.it tbe union of thr Canada* was a case 
entirely mi gtarri* ; the union of ihesr 
!'<■•> vt ncet having become indispensably 
necessary as a measure uf state poticy, 
wisely intended to neulralite the great po- 
litical evils arising from the presence uf a 
large culunial population uf foreign origin 
in Lower Canada. And as tu the union 
of the colonies uf Drnterura and Berbire, 
aa the coast line of these united i-oluniet 
does not exceed 200 miles altogether, it 
wuuld have been impolitic in the extreme 
tu haic continued to maintain twu teparalr 
colonial etfctblUhincnU within the 
ratively narrow limits uf British Guiana. 

We humbly beg, moreover, lo submit 
to your Majesty, that the necessity for the 
rrectiun uf Port Phillip into a separate 
colony, altogether independent uf New 
South Wales, has ahrady been virtually 
ic know ledge J by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, Port Phillip having all along had 
* Supeiinttndcnt, a Resident Judgr, and 



be found iu nu other subordinate district 
of the culony. And while this sub- 
ordinate, inefficient, and unsatisfaclory 
government costs the inhabitants 414,748 
0*. Kb per annnm for a population of 
25,000, the government uf the neighbour- 
ing colony of South Australia, with a 
population precisely similar in its urigiu 
and pursuits, cotta the iuhabitantt only 
£25,OOU per annum for a pupulatiou of 
Iti.tMHI. thereby demonstrating that it it 
nut true, as is commonly alleged by those 
who are opposed to the separation uf Port 
Phillip from New Suuth Wales, that the 
government uf that district, at a separate 
and independent colony would necessarily 
he much more expensive than it it at 
present. 

But the great practical grievance uf 
which the inhabitant* uf Port Phillip 
universally, and iu our opinion jutlly, 
complain, as the result of the compulsory 
1 union of that district with ihe colony of 
New Suulh Wain, it the annual abstrac- 
tion uf a large portion of the proper re- 
venue of the district , and it* appropriation, 
under the authority of the Legislative 
Counril.for purposes and object! in which 
the inhabitants uf Port Phillip can have 
no interest, no concern ; thereby retarding 
indefinitely the general advancement of 
the district, and the progressive develop- 
ment of its vast reauurcrs, For we beg lo 
remind your Majexly that Port Phillip 
hot nu! only never cost either the mother 
cuuntry or New South Wales »ne farthing 
for its establish mem or support ; but a sur- 
plus of £1 Ttl.OOO of iu land revenue, over 
and alrove the payment of the whole 
amount nf immigration into Purt 
Phillip, has K'mC Into the general re- 
venue of ihe colony, aud been appropriated 
for the encouragement and support nf im- 
migration into New South Wales proper ; 
white the estimated ordinary revenue of 
the district fur the year IS U exceeds the 
estimated expenditure for that year by no 
smaller an amount titan s£IO,000, or 
thereabouts. It will thus appear to your 
Majesty, that although a Representative 
System uf Government lias in so far been 
conceded lo the colony nf New South 
Wales, that concession, as far a* the in- 
habitants uf Port Phillip are concerned, it 
a mere mockery and delusion , the unly 
sen ice which the tix member* for that dis- 
trict can, under existing circumstances, 
render to their constituents, in a finan- 
cial point of view, being lo assist m 
legalising the annual and unwarrant- 
able abstraction of £l Q t 0sHt per annum 
of iheir proper revenue, under the autho- 
rity of ihe general legislature. In sncb 
circumstances your Majesty will nut be 
lurpritsrd at the strenuous opposition which 
all thr other member* of the Lrgiitaliie 
Council, save one, have hitherto exhibited 
towards the separation of Foil Phillip ; 
for in lung as it is Ihe interest uf five- 
■ixlhi of the members ..( that body to 
retain Port Phillip in a stale of vassalage 
and dependence under New South Wales, 
it is hopeless to expect either financial 
justice for that district from the general 
legislature, ur a recom inert datiun of its 
erection into a separate and independent 
colony. 

Hul yum Majesty will, doubtless, per- 
ceive that the case uf Port Phillip is one 
really deserving your Majesty's inter- 
ference in behalf uf the iuhabitantt, on 
another and still higher ground, when wc 
add Ihat although Port Phillip is allowed 
to return tix representative members 
to the Colonial Legislature, not one 
of the six members actually returned 
it a resident in the district . or al- 
though the twenty-live thousand in- 
habitants of Port Phillip, being almost 
exclusively recently arrived immigrants 
from the mother country, or from Van 
Diemen'i Land and Mew Suuth Wales, 
aud many of them men of iu[ierior intel- 
ligence aud education, undoubtedly com- 
prise a much larger number uf fit and 
projwr pertont to represent the di*liict, 
than any oilier district of un ecjual amount 
of pnputation in the colony, ha* been 
found impracticable lo obtain the services 
ofa .ingle resident proprietor or inhabi- 
tant of the district for the purpote ; men of 
thr rrtjuiiite intelligence and ability being 
cither unable or unwilling to absent 
themselves Troin their families and estab- 
lishment* fur five months successively 
every year lo attend the meetings of a 
Colonial Legislature, at Ihe dituincf of 
six ur eight hundred miles from their 
usual places of residence. Highly, there- 
fore, as we appreciate, individually, the 
honour of represenliug the cuntliluenry of 
adistricl, n-hun rapid aud general advance- 
ment in colonization is unprecedented 
in the history of your Majesty's vastatu- 
ptre. we cannot consent to Continue to hold 
this honorable position, withuul protesting 
against the injustice that it thus dune lu 
our cunstit iieuts, who, if they had a Do- 
mestic legislature, would tintpiestionably 
be able tu find among themselves many 
men uf superior intelligence, equally able 
to manage their affairs wilh anv "of us, 
and far belter acquainted with the 'circum- 
stance* and wants uf the district, than we, 
being all resident iu Sydney, can possibly 
be. Nor is thiathe only aril to which our 
constituent* are subjected, and front the 
great distance of Port Phillip, and especi- 
ally the weslera portion of that district 
from the *eal uf Government i fur as gen- 
tlemen of the requisite standing in society 
in that portion of the territory cannot be 
expected lo attend that meeitngt of the 
Legiilative Council, tu give evidence in 
regard to its actual circumstances and real 
wanls, the business uf legislation, as far at 
the iiitereils of the district are concerned, 
is conducted, in a great measure, in the 
dark. 

On tlie*e grounds » t humbly pray that 
your Majesty will lie graciuutly pleated 
lo take the case of our conilitueuU into 
your Majesty's favourable consideration, 
and to order that Ihe requisite steps may 
be taken fur effecting the entire separation 
of the district of Port Phillip from New 
South Wales, and for ill erection inlu a 
serrate and iudependtwl colony.

There is no super- 
stition in representing it a* Ihe gift of 
Providence ; no submission in bowing be- 
fore the throne of God, and aocepunfr it 
as Hit act. I would not introduce suet t 
topic here if il were contrary to the prin- 
ciples of doctrine of any religious sect re- 
presented here. But it is not. It is the 
doctrine of the Protestant Church, as well 
as uf tbe Catholic Church, that God in- 
terferes with the concern* of nun. As 
Christiana they all believe that ; and the 
Rook of Common Prayer contains, in every 
part, proofs that it is one of the tenet* of 
Protestantism : fur tl contains pray ert for 
heal in time of rain, and for other 
variations in the seasons, at well 
at for every temporal advantage. I 
cannot, therefore, hurt an ladivi- 
dual prejudice by referring to this subject; 
and I would not do to, if it were possible 
that any such prejudice cutt Id exist. Whsl 
I have been describing is clearly Ihe doc- 
trine of the Catholic Church alto. Abi 
let ut recollect that million* of lb* faili- 
ful people of Ireland bad lifted up their 
hands to God — that the priest* of Got 
offered up the holy sacrifice of the mast- 
that tbe holy secluded Sitter* of Charity 
united their prayers with those uf lbe 
priest! at the altars. The Catholics of 
Hngland joined with us on the occatioa. 
The entire Catholic population uf Belgium 
offered up similar prayera, aud along lbe 
thorea of lbe Rhine Ihe same voice of sup- 
plication ha* been heard." 

Il it to be lamented, then, that the 
mitacle did nol take place X little earlier 
in llie proceedings, and manifest rise If in 
the fairness uf the jury list, ihe temper cf 
the Attorney-General, or the impartiality 
of the Judges. In such case* there wudII 
have been no " vinegar cruet on two bet " 
penning challenget iu court j no Mr. 
Justice Cramplon "squeezing up his face 
aa if tu strike the traversers with terror si 
his lion aspect ;" and no peany weight 
Chief Justice chariring the jury against 
" the other tide." And certunlj the mot 
wunderful miracle would have been a 
faiily-cunducted protecutiun of Irish 
Liberal* uuder a Tory admintstraticui, 

The present miracle must bear lbe 
name or the miracle of the three honest 
lawyers.
